who bad v oted steadily for San Francisco. 
He arose and said that he was satisfied that 
his fav orite location could not be selected, and 
would therefore change h’.s v ote to St. Louis. 
Changes took place rapidly from this to tho 
end, and when the v oting ceas ni and tho re­ 
sult was announced it was found that St. 
Louis had “got there” unanimously, Gaudy, 
of Illinois, mak ing the motion for unamin-

through his ev idence, to unearth 
a “ milk trust.” 
He knew of no other milk 
ex change. 
The capital of that ex change was 
only $10,000, and it controls only a small por­ 
tion of the rnilk coming into New York city 
from the state. 
Three cents for each quart 
of milk is allowed the farmer. 
The dealer 
pay s the freight. 
Witness was a farmer, 
and believ ed the farmers were benefited by 
the ex change. “ The ex change fix os the price 
and the farmer may either smd his milk 
along or keep it at home,” said Mr. Sand- 
ford 
Oscar W. Mapes, N. W. Howell, and J ess» 
Durland, all (bilk-shipping farmers, testified 
that the price fix ed by the ex change was all 
that could be obtained for the miik in Orange 
county .
